County Commissioners will 
mike a final decision Sept. 28 
on which ambulance company 
will provide service to the 
Glades area after November 1. 

County staff is гесот- 
mending American Medical 
Response, a company that 
already operates іп, the county 
and was the low bidder for the 
service. AMR says they will 
operate the Glades ambulance 
service at no cost to the county. 

In a previous story, The Sun 
was told by Jerry'Jacobs, a 
paramedic with Everglades 
EMS, that the Palm Beach 
County Health Care District is 
currently 'subsidizing (ће: 
Glades a little over $800,000 
for the servicé. Elizabeth 


Hernandez, public relations for 
the HCD, said the district has 
nothing to do with providing 
payment for ambilance, 
service; and this is provided by 
the county. 

Mr. Jacobs, #ho is trying to 
purchase Everglades. EMS, is 
one of the bidders for the 
Glades, ambulance service. 
Everglades bid $675,000 to 
operate the service yearly. 

He said he fears if AMR gets 
the bid, they will only provide 
one ambulance in Belle Glade 
and one in Pahokee per shift. 
Currently, two are on duty 
each shift per area.

Hurricane Floyd leaves Glades 
officials asking, *What if?"

What if Floyd, the category 4 
hurricane.that skirted South 
Florida hadn't turned а{ the 
last minute last week? How 
many. people would have 
flocked-to the only Red Cross 
approved shelter in our area? 
Would peoplé have been turned 
away? $. 

These questions and moré 
are being asked by Officials in 
Belle Glade, South Bay and 
Pahokee. 

Dr. Effie Grear, principal at 
Glades ` Central Community 
High School, where 730 people 
took shelter Tuesday, Sept. 14, 
in a shelter approved for only 
300, also-has some questions. 

Her_concern is what.would 
have happened if Belle Glade 
officials had . enforced the 


mandatory evacuation of the. 


over 1,200 mobile homes in 
towns. 

*Where would we have put 
all those people?" she wonders. 
“We couldn't turn them away." 

She is also concerned that if 
large numbers of people had 
packed the auditorium, would 
tempers’ have flared’ with 
people in such close proximity 
without room to lie down or 
move around.

Mead Johnson Nutritionals 
recently started marketing 
Viactiv, a calcium. supplement 
that - looks and tastes like 
chocolate candy. It comes in 
two flavors, milk chocolate and 
mocha. The texture is similar 
to a Tootsie Roll. 

I tried a sample and passed 
out a few to friends. While it's 
not Godiva chocolate, everyone 


seemed to find the taste pleas- 
ant. 

The chewable calcium sup- 
plement is easier to consume 
than most of the pill forms I 
have tried. Calcium supple- 
ments tend to be rather large 
pills and you often have to take 
a lot of them. (One prescription 
I had called for nine pills a 
day.) Many people simply don't 
like to take pills. 

Each of the chews contains 
500 mg of calcium. An eight 
ounce glass of milk contains 
about 300 mg of calcium. 

How much calcium you need 
each day depends on your age 
and size. In general children 
need about 1,300 mg per day; 
women age 19-50 need about 
1,000 mg per day; women over 
50 need about 1,200 mg per 
day. 

Those who are pregnant or 
breastfeeding need an addi- 
tional 300 mg per day. 

Viactiv also contains vita- 
mins D-and K, which help the 
body absorb calcium more effi- 
ciently and help the body build 
strong bones. 

Doctors have traditionally

The big advantage I can see 
to the chocolate chews. із that 
thís option might encourage 
women who do, riot.take other 
supplements to consume more 
calcium. 

Check with ‘your doctor 
before taking any nutritional 
supplement or before making 
changes in your diet or exercise 
plan.

We were lucky, Hurricane Floyd missed us 


I'm not a big believer їп luck. 
As author R.E. Shaw once 
wrote, "Depend on the rabbit's 
foot if you will, but remember it 
didn't work for the rabbit." 

Yet, even I am amazed at 
how fortunate we have been in 
recent years with hurricanes. 
Floyd is just the latest close 
call for residents along 
Florida's east coast. 

A few weeks ago it was 
Hurricane Dennis, a category 


two hurricane than came with- . 


in 100 miles of our ‘coast. 
Dennis ended up in North 
Carolina after whipping up our 
surf and wiping away many of 
our beaches. 

Last year it was Hurricane 
Georges, a powerful storm that 
began life in the central 
Atlantic, hop-scotched through 
the northern Leeward Islands, 
plówed through Puerto Rico, 
barreled across Hispanola, 
before hitting Key West and 
eventually Mississippi.. 

In 1996, our area was threat- 
ened by two big storms- 
Hurricane Bertha and Fran. 
Both hurricanes ended up in 
North Carolina (a state, that 
has seen more than it's share of 
tropical cyclones in recent 
years) after coming very close 
to our coast line. 

Call it luck, call it being іп, 
the right place at the right 
time, call I what you will, but 
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Mike Lyons 
our part of Florida has been 
very fortunate for a number of 
years. 

In fact, if you look at the his- 
tory books, the last time we 
were directly impacted by a 
hurricane was 20 years ago 
when David paralleled the 
coastline. The last major hurri- 
cane (category 3 or higher) to 
strike the Palm Beaches was 
50 years ago, while it has been 
over 66 years since the 
Treasure Coast took a direct 
impact from a major storm.

University of Florida 
entomologists say that the 
back-to-school time of the 
year is when head lice are 
most commonly transmit- 
ted and are urging parents 
, to be on the lookout for the 
tiny hair hitchhikers. 

What’s more, in research 
to test the effectiveness of 
many over-the-counter 
products that claim to kill 
head lice, scientist are 
finding that many such 
products are losing their 
effectiveness. 

“Already we've seen that 
head lice are becoming 
-much more difficult to con- 
trol than they were several 
years ago with the products 
that are available;" said 
entomologist Phil Koehler, 
a researcher in UF's 
Institute of Food and 
Agricultural Sciences. 

“The concern is that the 
failures we're seeing are 
due to head lice developing 
resistance to these prod- 
ucts," Koehler said. "Since 
they've been on the market 
for 20 years, that's plenty 
of time for head-lice to 
evolve and become resis- 
tant." 

If head lice shampoos and 
products fail, parents are 
left with manual removal of 
the tiny pests, and р - 
tion, as thé best тей 
keeping their child 
of head lice, ssid О 
Scherer, a graduate 
researcher who works with 
Koehler and who consults 
with elementary school 
nurses, 

From September to 
November, Scherer recom- 
© mends, parents should 
inspect their children's 
hair weekly because the 
head lice transmitted then 


result in widespread infes- 
tations by December and 


January. The. National 
Pediculosis Association 
"sponsors Head Lice 
Prevention Month in 


September to raise aware- 
hess about the issue. 

Scherer says head lice are 
mostly a problem in school 
age children. because of 
their playful, affectionate 
behavior. That "behavior 
provides opportunities for 
head-to-head contact, 
which head lice need to 
spread. 

*Head lice don't fly, hop, 
jump or run, so it takes 
head-to-head contact to get 
them," Scherer says. "Small 
children touch, they bump, 
they take naps, they share 
baseball caps’ and combs 
and that allows head lice to 
spread." 

The legs of head lice end 
in claws that are very suit- 
ed to grasping hair shafts 
and moving around. The 
tiny blood-suckers ‘usually 
lay their eggs,.called nits, 
near the root of the hair. 
The nits are about 1/16 
inch long and ап adult 
louse is about 1/8 inch long. 

Scherer and Koehler say 
all the current over-the- 
counter products have the 
same active compound so if 
head lice are resistant to 
one of them, another brand 
won't help. Some older 
head lice treatments have 
been taken off the market 
because of serious side- 
effects. 

But while head lice are 
bothersome, researchers 
point out, they are not 
fatal. Their best advice to 
parénts is to avoid danger- 
ous, even deadly, home 
remedies. 


This is the season for 
reading, writing, 
arithmetic and Head Lice 


Scherer said one mother 
soaked her*child's head in 
kerosene, combed out the 
lice and dipped the comb as 
she went into a pot of boil- 
ing water on a gas stove. 
The child's hair caught fire 
leading to severe burns. 

Other home remedies, 
suchas coating a child's 
hair with mayonnaise or 
Vaseline, ‘simply don’t 
work. 

“Head lice are not a pub- 
lic health issue; they tend 
to be-more of a nuisance,” 
Scherer said. 

Although head lice have 
never been shown to trans- 
mit disease, just the pres- 
encé of head lice is consid- 
ered а disease called 
pediculosis. As the head 
lice suck blood from the 
Scalp, they inject their sali- 
va into ‘the wound. 
Repeated exposure to the 
saliva eventually causes an 
allergic reaction. A child 
with a persistent problem 
ends up with swollen 

ands and a lot of irrita- 
tion caused by the infesta- 
tion. 

Jf children do get lice, 
Scherer says all clothing 
und bedding must be 
washed and dried on high 


^heat to kill the lice and 


eggs. То guard against rein- 
festation from eggs that 
hatch later, toys such as 
stuffed animals should be 
sealed in plastic bags for 
seven to 10 days. 

And if lice make some 
parents want to tear their 
hair out; well, that may be 
the best cure. For boys, a 
shaved head will help and 
for girls, a very short hair- 
cut can help in locating and 
removing all the lice and 
nits.

Koehler recommends dou- 
ble-checking the instruc- 
tions for over-the-counter 
creams, shampoos ` and 
lotions to be sure they are 
followed. But if the instruc- 
tions are followed and the 
treatment seems not to 
work, Scherer suggests 
avoiding repeat treat- 
ments; the products are.not 
mere shampoos but insecti-, 
cides’ Manual removal of 
lice and nits with a lice 
comb is time-consuming 
but effective. 

Although head lice infest 
10 to 12 million people 
each year in the United 
States, there is still a 
social stigma attached to 
the - problem, · Koehler 
points out. In fact, the 
childhood ‘slur, “you have. 
cooties,” originally referred 
to head lice. 

Parents, the two resea- 
rchers say, are the key to 
detecting and preventing 
head lice. 

“One of the.concerns we 
have is that parents really 
don’t spend as much time 
looking for the lice as they 
should. They expect the 
school to do that for them 
and that’s really not going 
to happen,” said Koehler. 
"I've. worked with several 
elementary schools, and 
they can have 600 kids 
coming back to school in 
September. The school 
health screening may or 
may not include a check for 
lice.. So you just need. to 
assume there will be chil- 
dren in your child's class 
that are infested, and they 
will probably spread to 
your child. 

So' checking, your own 
child is the best precaution.

Signs of Alzheimer's become more 
sever as disease progresses 


Fourth in a series

who today are caririg for some 4 
million Alfheimer's patients. 
Of those, 70 percent are resid- 
ing in the home with family 
members as the primary care- 
givers for the patients.) 
- In the last sectión, we talked 
about the warning signs that a 
person may have Alzheimer's 
Disease. Purdue University Re- 
search Foundation published'a 
report for health care profes- 
sionals in 1997 on caring .for 
patients with the disease. In 
this section, we take those 
signs one step further. 

Alzheimer's symptoms be- 
come more severe as the dis- 


"ease progresses. Researchers 


have divided the progression of 

the disease into four stages. 
Stage One 
In thé first or forgetful stage, 


the patient may. not have yet 
been diagnosed ' as "having 
Alzheimer's. The primary ‘cog- 


nitive feature of this disease. is 


the progressive memory, loss. 
He has begun to forget names 
and events.and to-lose thefigs. 

‘New information, cafinot -be 
adequately incorporated. into 
memory, Disorientation to time 
is closely , related to memory 
disturbance. 

The person is aware of tlie 
problem and may be depressed 
or irritable about these smali 
failures. They may attribute 
them to stress or fatigue: Judg- 
ment and decision-making are 


beginning to become problems. ; 


Stage Two 

In the Second stage, confu- 
sion is common and forgetful- 
ness increases. The patient has 
trouble finding the right words 
in ordinary conversation. The 
patient is often vague, and has 
difficulty in naming everyday 
objects. 

He may forget to do routine 
tasks. His personal hygiene 
may slip. He may become lost 
easily, even in familiar places. 


+ Не becomes confused with 


money management, driving, 
shopping, cooking, home man- 


„agement and other drdinary ac- 


tivities that formerly gave no 
trouble. Problem-solving skills 
deteriorate. If the patient is 
still employed, his competence 
on the job may begin:to slip. He 
may think that items he has 
misplaced have been stolen. He 
may begin to withdraw from 
large social groups because 
they are'tbo confusing and 
stressful to deal. with. It be- 


comes easier to funttion within 
the familiar walls of home. The 
patient. probably recognizes 
that there is.a problem and 
may be depressed or anxious 
about what is happening to 
him. He is oftep fütigued, espe- 
cially late in the day.. | 

It is in this stage the caregiv- 
er needs to be aware where the 
greatest risk of suicide occurs. 
In these stages, the patient is 
aware of his declining abilities 
and.can still act on his own. , 

Stage Three 


In the third stage, also called ` 


ambulatory dementia, previous 


-losses worsén, and the patient 


becomes unable to carry out 


i 


the ordinary activities of daily 
living. Bathing, grooming, and 
dressing appropriately cause 
problems, Using the toilet and 
walking become problems. The 
patient may begin to wander 
for long periods, He may be ag- 
itated and restless, especially 
at night. He máy withdraw 
from other people and becomes 
more and more dépendent on 
the primary caregiver. He has 
trouble choosing words, and 
may lose his ability to read and 
write. Even if he can read the 
words, he may no longer know 
what they їй mean, 

He may begin to. misinterpret 
reality (hallucinate). For exam- 
ple, he may feel threatened by 
the characters in a TV program 
and think they are talking to 
him. Images in mitrors may be- 
come unfamiliar, The halluci- 
nating patient may interpret 
anything he sees, hears, or ` 
touches as.something it is not. 

Stage Four 


> In the lagt stage of the ill- 
ness, the patient is no longer 
able to walk. )He may forget 
how to eat/ swallow and chew. 
He is likely t: lose weight. He 
doesn't usually recognize the 
caregiver or family members. 
There may be seizures or stiff 
jerky movements. He may 
scream or not talk at all. He 
may become agifated, as he 
‘tries to communicate. Problems 
of being bedridden may devel- 
op; urinary tract infections, 
pneumonia, skin breakdown, 
and contractures are common.
